Partial Translation 



[0036] A content of the said organic solvent is determined by an amount of compounds that has 
reactivity with the basis containing a nitrogen, oxygen or sulfur atom, which is to be dissolved in 
the solvent, for example organic acid anhydride, its derivatives or a organic acid. Also, the 
content ratio is detrained by an amount of the metal fme particles dispersed or the dispersed 
density. At that time, it is preferable to select the organic solvent content the range of 5 to 100 
mass part per 100 mass part of the dispersed medium in the fine metal particle dispersion liquid 
which is normally in paste form. 
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
